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the Holy Ghost in America, died st the
Holy Ghost College, on Blufl street, after
an illuess of eight days. Born November
1, 1888, in the diocese of Strasburg, Alsace,
he pursued his studies in the seminary of
the same diocese with ked success.
Having finished his phi v, he left the
seminary with 13 other Levites, and in their
company, entered the scholasticate of the
Seciety of the Holy Ghost, about the year
1856,

As & Scholastic hie health failed, and he
asked as s favor o be sent out with & band
of missioparies to the African mission.
Having despaired of recovering from his
illness he sought, as a last consolation, the
privilege of dying in the land of the
heasthen. There, however, contrary to his
expectations, he recovered his bealth and
Inbored sssiduously for six years, from 1857
to 1863, in the new and sioee flourishing and
important mistion of Dakar, on the western
const of the Dark Continent. It was there
that he was ordained priest on Holy Satar-
day, 1858, by the Viear Apostolic of Sene-
gawbia, and he celebrated  his first mass on
the Eester Sunday following. He made his
religions profession and he pronounced his
first vows in September, 1860,

ATTACKED BY FEVER.

As Procurator of the Mission and Viear
General of Mgr. Eobes, the Viear Apos
tolie, his zeal and energy were untiring,
nnul‘ st last he suocumbed to & violent at-
tack of yellow fever. This obliged him to
return to France in 1863, after having been
for the two preceding years Vice Superior
of the commuuity of Da'k.nr When he had
recruited his health he received from the
Superior General of the society the import-
ant post of Superior in the house at Marien-
thal, archdiocese of Cologne, in Germany.

Aster a little while he was transferred to
the pilgrimage at Marienstadt, where for
some years be directed a college, orphanage
and other wvarious works of that ocele-
brated mooastery. Doring the Franco-
Prusuan war Father SBtrub was chosen
Chaplain-general of the Freach prisoners at
Mavence. He was the intimate friend and
confidant of Marshal MeMahon, and was
intrusied with the distribution of the char-
ities contributed for the reliel of the French
prisonere. For services rendered o his
eountrymen duriog that trying period be
was decorated by the Marshal President
with the large cross of the Legion of Honor.
After his return to Marienstadt he was ap-
pointed Provincialel the German Province
of the Holy Ghost, and filled that office with
rare ability until the expalsion n! the re-

ligious orders from Germauy in 1873 obliged
the Fathers of the Haly Ghost to dissolve
their communities in that conntry.

CAME HEERE IN 1874

In Janusry, 1874, he came to the United
Biates where he has labored ever sinee, For
years be administered the parish of St
Mary’s at Bhurpsburg, Under his guidance
the Pathersof the Holy Ghost huve for these
many vears worked well and successfully in
many different parts of the United States for
the glory of God and the salvation of souls,
The Catvolic College, inangurated in 1878
on Wrlie avenue, transferred in 1888 10
Bluoff street, has since been successfully con-
ducted under the suspices of the deceased.

Father Strub was & man of fine physigus
and distinguished personal appearance, and
appeared to huve & copstitution sufficient to
have carried him well up to the century
mark, but his work iz & torrid clime was
doubtless a heavy drait on vitality,

Found to be Nelther Now Nor Peonlinr—The
Lingo of m Touguoe-Tied Inmtt — The
Knefmann Child s Case of Semi=Paraly«
sln and Protracted Infancy.

Inasmuch as the story which has gone
forth that a certain Henry Kaufmann, of
Bulger, was the father of a child speaking
s lanpusge pecoliar to itsel! has ereated
considerable interest in this vicinity, a
DISPATCE representative investigated the

report yesterday, and found, s is very often
the case, some truth and considerable errror
mixed together.

A near relative is nuthority for the state-
ment that the child in question is merely
afflicted with a sort of semi-paral ysis which
up to the present time prevents it from
m;hng luolfontireiv intelligible to those

oninted with it. Three younger chi l-

u.u ave the same trouble, ulthough not
in such & degree as the mhjeﬁt referred to,
Doctors have examined them, and are of the
opinion the children may in time be able to
learn either Euglish or German as the cuse
may be, but that they never will be able to
speak pluinly unless the tongues of the sev-
eral children can be made to move freely,
The truth of this is apparent from the
upigoe sounds or equivalents for perlect

jt which litile lll.nnle. the child that is
most affected, u

The sound "bluhoblah " by which she
designates a cow, and “ouh.ouh-ouh” s
rooster, is not any more peculinr than l.hnt
of the wverage child learning to talk.
“Talo,” the sound used to desiguate a plate,
can m:ly be reconciled with the word
“teller,"” German lor plate, as can also
“gnla" for “‘gabbel,” fork, in the same ver-
neealar. “Lili," which she uses for small or
little, is eﬂdently the same as most Eaglish
children use when learning to talk. The
whole troutle seems to lie in the inability
of the child to prononnee someof the harder
sounds of the alphabet.

Regarding the mixture of English and
German words this is explained from the
fact that the father is German and the
